D!0 you ever shake in your 
shoes in Sheffield? Ian did 

It wasn t the famously 
ferocious Sheffield crowd that 
put lhe fear of God up the 
Ambassador either OF Ian has 
played more gigs m his time 
than your average band has 
had hot motorway meals and 
Strutted his stuff across more 
countries lhan there are pages 
in the alias. There isn't an 
audience m the world has Mr 
Gillan on the run 

Bus at Sheffield Oily hell he 
was well worried, believe me 

He kept forge! I mg his 
words, you see After all I ha I 
last minute boning up in She 
ear en mule to the gig he still 
kept forgetting his words And 
that didn't do a lot for his 
confidence 

Okay, so what do she words 
matter, you may wonder. After 
all, it's only good old heavy 
rock he's singing As long as 
he moans and howls m the 
righl places who s going to 
notice ihc difference? Could 
be nobody. Except Ian Gillan 
himself and he sets incredibly 
high standards. Not to deliver 
up your best is Ian la mount to 
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treason m Gil Ian's book and 
men have been hung, drawn 
and quartered fur fuss. 

Illness was his excuse, of 
course. Struck down by a 
mystery throat infection only 
days before what should be a 
record-breaking British tour - 
playing to an estimated 
1 BO, 000 people over 43 
nighES — Ian Gillan 
never [fie less proved himself 
[he stiperlroLJper and rose 
from his bed to honour all his 
commitments. But the famous 
roar from those lungs of sieel 
was reduced to little more than 
a croak and consequently, fur 
the first four dates it fell only 
fit enough to handle the 
familiar songs From the 
Future Shock and'Glory 
Road' albums, knocked 
together into a set that was 
basically a re-run of the Gillan 
band 's hour of triumph at 
Reading earlier in the year 

Anything new would take 
some wrestling with and until 
Sheffield Ian simply wasn't up 
In il Arid nnw that he finally 
was in the fighting mood the 
words kepi flying nut of hrs 
head. What a dodgy business. 


There's no need to tell 
Kerrang 1 readers where 
Gillan's new songs come 
from. The l-atesl album 
Double Trouble' of course 
Already in the charts with a 
bullet this iwo record set 
marks a new milestone on Ian 
GiHan's long hard haul back 
lo the top I wo sides are taken 
up with an atmospheric Jive 
recording til that emotional 
Saturday night at the Reading 
Festival, featuring all the 
numbers like No Laughing In 
Heaven' 'Trouble' Mutually 
Assured Destruction' and 
New Orleans' which have 
helped GiUan carve 
themselves a considerable 
niche in the British charts. But 
the other two sides are 
something of a departure for 
Ian Gillan. For the first time in 
ai career that has stretched 
almost 1 5 years he went into 
the Studio with a producer at 
the desk calling the final shots 
And came out with a record 
that he hated* 

"I cooldn t stand it when | 
first heard it Steve Smith (the 
producer) is an American, you 
see, anti he reaJly wasn't mtO 


that edgy, abrasive, British 
sound I've always gone for. 

My first reaction was This 
doesn E sound like Gillan at all. 
It's much ton full?' Bui I was 
wrong There is a world of 
rh He re nee between recording 
ihe band how they play live, 
which is ihe way I've always 
done it and getting that little 
hit of esc Era power which 
makes for a great record And 
Steve certainly knew how to 
do it The mood of the band is 
that we don' i wa n t to reco rd 
again without him He 3 a real 
professional 

Until you finally get to meet 
him arid talk to him Fan Gillan 
looks like he's an imposing, 
even frightening figure. He 
stands well over si* feel tall, is 
built like a lumberjack and 
s[torts a head of hair that 
would do the lions in Trafalgar 
Square proud. He looks like he 
could be well moody with a 
terrible temper — and once 
crossed lFiwl is probably [ho 
truth of the matter It comes as 
quite a shock eo find him 
privately a quietly-spoken, 
polite but firm Londoner who 
is obviously not too proud to

Not only 
does he drive himself to all his 
gigs but he will happily stand 
for half an hour in the cold 
afterwards, charting to his fans 
and finding oul what they 
think And then va I ue Thai r 
comments and advice more 
highly than wh^r some 
journalist may say in firm! Ft is 
just this honesty and integrity 
to which Ian Gilian must owe 
much of his populaniy 

But there is another side to 
his character Ther of the cool, 
level headed professional 
Which doesn't mean that he 
Thinks money, money, money 
the whole time But he does 
think business and at times 
that calls for him to be 
ruthless Gillan is very much 
his flagship you see, and in a 
storm the Captain has to take 
the wheel and elbow people 
Out of the way who aren'l 
pulling their weighi. Whether 
they be in the crew, selling the 
T-shirts or, God forbid, in the 
band Like Berme Torme was. 
Sui is no more. 

There has io be a certain 
pace to what you're doing It 
has to be flat out or nothing. 

As soon as people start 
cracking up and failing to 
deliver then the band stops

delivering. That was why I left 
Deep Purple and Why Bamie 
Torme is no longer irl Gil Ian I 
don't really want to taFk about 
him except to say that ha s a 
great guitarist and a great yuy 
and we air wish him the best of 
luck I want to wail until the 
wounds are healed before I 
discuss it in publk: AIM can 
5a y is that ho a tar ted thinking 
along different lines to the rest

flourish and polishing off the 
difficuh passEigus m the new 
epic 'Born To Kill with expert 
ease. Ian Gillan was very 
impressed 

‘Burn to Kill is one uf the 
most enjoyable things fve 
ever done on si age It s a I so 
one of the most diff icult and ii 
has to be fight or also you lose 
ihe sense of the song Its gut 
a really strong message which 
means a lot to me and a lol to 
die kids m the audience. Some 
of my songs are a little more 
satirical, you know I like lo 
provoke people wiih my titles 
so that they look a little closer 
into things 

There's nothing I hate 
more then hearing people trot 
out yesterday's headlines as 
iheir own opinions So a lot of 
the time I poke fun at them in 
my songs But now and again 
I reach quite deeply into 
things that move me, upset 
me or anger me as well as 
singing about the dreams and 
fan tastes the cigarettes 
whiskey and women. 

"There are a lot of people 
who don't realise how much 
emotion there is j n music like 
ours You can call it heavy 
metal, or heavy rock, 
underground rock, progressive 
rock — use whatever label you 
like because it will have a new 
one tomorrow. One of my 
major criticisms of ihe new 
brand of heavy bands is that 


d yn am ics an d colou r Thu y 
start loud and they get louder 
They seem to think that all it's 
about is power and volume 
and speed and pose And they 
forget the subtlety. I he 
laughing and crying and 
quietness and humour and 
passion Ft's very sad' 

On one of his fust dates ever 
with Deep Purple, flitchie 
Black more s homed in Ian 
Gillan'sear and said Watch 
Outl ! r m going lo do 
everything I can to blow you 
oil stage' From that moment 
on Ian Gillan became a 
showman m the Finest sense of 
the word 

At Sheffield he was 
immense. A giant with every 
eye riveiled on him, tossing 
his mane from si tie lu side arid 
treating the mike-stands like 
match sticks. Across the siage 
the p urn png bassrnan big. 
bad n' bald John MicCoy 
provided the visual balance 
As Jamck Gere whirled behind 
l hem in a dervish blur of red 
denim anti Hying curls, while 
Cohn Towns' keyboards 
carved statues of sound and 
Mick Underwood s drums 
nailed the beat to the floor 
these two big men whipped 
the crowd into a frenzy with id 11 
the skill of men who know [he 
name ol ihe game and aren’t 
afraid to call it Out 

Not that [he sellout crowd 
needed any encouraging. 
Every Gillan chestnut was 
greeted wilh a roar of 
recogn 11 ion: ' u ncham You r 
Brain Bite The Bullet 
Mutually Assured 
Destruction'. trouble" New 
Orleans and more Even the 
new songs like 'Hadely Bob 
Bop', Til Rip Your $pme Out' 
and Boro To Kill'were 
rapturously received as if they 
were old Favourites. 

Strangely (here was little of 
the euphoria in the dressing 
room you might have 
expected from the stalls Every 
last member of the bend was 
disappointed by something or 
cither (ha( had happened out 
there under the lights. There 
was no sitting back and 
basking in the knowledge of a 
loh wall done. Ian Gillan was 
particularly critical of his own 
performance.

GRAHAM 
BONNET 




INEVITABLY we began by discussing 
R pin bow. Ora ham Bonnet is leaning back 
rn one Qi those armless corduroy chairs 
sipping beer. I recall the time I 
interviewed Ritchie Blackmtire (or 
Sounds. During the course of the 
somewhat helligerant tele a tete Mr 
Blachmore, booming irritated with my 
line of questioning, had interrupted one of 
my carefully prepared questions to inform 
Sounds readers that, in his opinion he 
was (pnd is|i the best guitarist in the 
world- 

Boimeit leacts with something leas 
then surprise 

'Oh ye*.-'' he notes matter-of (actly. 

"He really thinks he is.'' 

But. accnrdmt] to Bonnet, who, after 
ail, owes something of his personal and 
professional renaissance to Black mo re 
after having joined Rainbow at their 
zenith in 1979. 

He is fast. Really, he must be one of 
the fastest rook guitarists in the world. 

The only trouble is lhat his style is 


completely lixed ' 

Graham Bonnet was born in Skegness. 
Lincolnshire, his mother was resident 
singer at the local Beilins Holiday Camp 
Bonnet’s childhood heroes were Buddy 
Hplly. Elvis and Paul Anka. He weighed 7 
stone 1 2 and was on the dole. His father 
bought him his first guitar. His first 
performances took place in local church 
halls. 

Later he took part in a senes of blues 
bands {commercial white blues 
spearheaded by John MayalK and 
Fleetwood Mac was then sweeping the 
country} — and in the process, began to 
develop the power and control his voice 
now possesses lapart from becoming 
proficient on bass and guitar). 

However. Bonnot soon tired* of 
knocking pul the nld standard*, so, 
exchanging old for new began playing 
cover versions of eon temporary Chuck 
Berry material. 

Moving to London with his cousin 
Trevor Gordon — the two of them 


working in a butcher's shop — it 
transpired that Trevor had worked with 
the Bee Gees in his early teens. Inevitably 
(as such StOfieg go, it would appear!, 
Robert Sligwood expressed interest and 
invited Bonnet and Gordon to make a 
record . although as part of the 
conditions the boys were forced in drop 
the other guys in the bund 

Hence u band called The Marbles came 
into being. In 1966 they had a huge hit. 
'Only One Woman', which gave Bonnot 
Ilia first and only taste of fame fpr almost 
10 years. 

We had a follow up single. Bonnet 
explains. J 'But it didn't sail a light.' 

But didn't you, make arty money from 
the hit? 

' 'No Not a bloody penny. ' 

In desperation one of Bonnet s other 
cousins — now a Schoolteacher — tried to 
— as they say on Fleet Street — 
re structure his rock career''. Bonnet 
was to have boon the new Tom Jones. 

TV commercials followed Beer and 
after shave, in 1 B77 Bonnet released a 
solo album that went gold in Australia, in 
its wake came a myriad of offers, but, 
despite the self-assurance and power 
Bonnet eludes on stage he is a 
desperately unsure and insecure 
individual; the kind of musician who 
really lights up if paid a compliment. . . 

To return to Rainbow. During his stint 
with the band Bonnet recorded the Down 
To Earth' album which produced two hit 
Singles 'Since You've Been Gone and 
All Night Long' He left in 1 9B0 Why? 

There were many reasons/' he replies 
"Firstly I simply couldn't gel On with 
Roger Glover and increasingly ! was 
finding il difficult 1o work wilh Ritchie. 
He's a good guitarist — in his own way. 
But he's so rigid — and be does tend to be 
a little dictatorial. 

"i mean, guile honestly it'd got to the 
point where the band had been playing so 
long that it simply became a series of 
cliches . 11 

The atmosphere within the band did 
actually become guile vindictive, 
apparently Black more considered the 
length el Bennett's hair and hie Florida 
Smh shirts inappropriate . Thus, 
minutes before Bonnet was due to take 
the Stage he discovered a 'conspiracy' (his 
word) involving the locking of all his stage 
clothes in a trunk.

A DANGEROUS inches from the 
speakers, my are either bleeding dr 
weeping with joy. Enough of this spongy 
seal billed QWUSHM. This is the real! 
thing. Subtle as a juggernaut running 
down i biker gang: pair and delirious 
pleasure molted into one hot mass of 
steaming crunching heavy metal* The 
British have landed al Long Beach 
(industrial HM centre 30 miles down from 
LA] a nd t h ey re 3 we some. 

First Motorhead, a support act would 
you believe, louder and meaner than 
putting your head in fl 747 exhaust pipe 
"We're Motorhead You're Long Beach 
Good f verting You FoCkOtS Lem my 
thunders in a killer voice the P.L.O would 
lave to patent. And a sound like a 
mutilated amphetamine grabs you by the 
shiny green thing around your neck and 
garrottes you into submissive ness 

But the Long Beach audience is a hard 
one Maybe that should be a soft one 
Most are managing to stay in their arena 
folding seats. "I want you all to get up off 
your butts and boogie or I II come down 
there and push you up/ r offers Lemmy 
but it's not enough The 14.000 people 
here are QizIbie, each and every one of 
them, And when the lights go on and the 
music Stops long enough for you to check 
□ui which seals ]most of them) have been 
vomited on. the chanting begins Ozzy 
Osbourne in Long Beach is more popular 
than a contraceptive machine in a New 
York blackout 

Suddenly it's Guy Fawkes Night at the 
Opera. The speakers are gushing dramatic 
hell-choir music and the crowd's lighting 
their lighters as a sign of respect and 
tossing firecrackers for who knows what 
reason And through the smoke ai>d the 
noise strides Ozzy arms open like a 
politician, fringes flapping, fingers turned 
up in the familiar Vs r and the place is 
going ape In this evor-changing world it s 
nice there's someone you can rely Oh to 
Stay consistent. 

There's the new blood of course. The 
pretty permanent lineup that includes 
two of Hollywood's one-time best HM 
group Quiet flint a band more used (O 
playing Ihe sleazy little Starwood than 
the mammoth Long Beach Arena; 
guitarist Randy Rhoads custom-built I Or 
spendex and killer powerchards. And 
there's new songs, the two albums Ozzy 
recorded right around the same lime |the 
second. 'Diary Of A Madman', only pust 
released in the States on Halloween). All 
solos are tastefully short, especially 
compered to the long and rambling 

fucking jar? bar pieces you gol to 
expect on the Last (with Qzzyi Sabbath 
Tour. 

Ozzy S stamping his feet like the ants 
are fighting back, tossing bis mike like a 
cheerleader, clapping, shaking his fists 
with sheer enthusiasm, cavorting, 
kangaroo-hopping, shuffling, even 
teaping round and around the massive 
stage, always pumping those peace signs 
at an adoring crowd. Every song is like a 
glorious finale. 


Sylvie Simmons 
talks to a reformed 
Ozxy Osbourne 

Strange that someone with Such a 
morbid sense of lyrics spends his entire 
time onstage throwing kisses and waving 
peacesighS. The audience, lit up for the 
Sabs medley encore with white lights 
raining from the Stage, loves it. Maybe 
not the longest set in the history of HM. 
but probably one of the most confident. 

America Istill slow to take tc 
Motorhead. the fools) like Ozzy. Ozzy 
likes America He's coming back yet again 
on New Year s Eve to present a big 
production number at a Los A pi gel OS 
arena. Giant hands and haunted house 
gadgets should he coming over 
Meanwhile the flashiest thing about the 
stage set are the ex-Quiel Riot babel s 
dangerous pants. While the first album 
was whizzing up the American charts, 

Qzzy and his loyal Blizzards were whizzing 
around the American heartland ill a bus, 
playing smaller halls in the places where 
they still haven't made such ail ell out 
conversion as in Los Angeles. 

' It was good to get out with some fun 
people again Instead nf coming out of a 
show and getting into your own car and 
you go this way and they go that way, and 
not being a bend. Sabbath at the end of 
the day wan so boring I forgot what it 
was Nke to have fun.' 

Offstage, Ozzy is t the demented giant 
Stomping the boards He's sweet, 
soft-spoken, seemingly a bit shy till he 
gets going on Subjects dear to the 
Osbourne heart. He's sunk down like a 
HM pillow into a large armchair up in his 
management's mansion in the Hollywood 
hills (the very same palatial spot whore 
we watched former HM er Rex Smith 
pretending to make out with a skinny 
mcdel in the whirlpool-hath outdoors, for 
some slushy MQR video). 

Good news for those of you who "want 
to be" Ozzy f' r l know a lot of kids Out 
there want ID be me. Like once upon a 
lime I wanted to be a Beatle. the idol 
thing"he's looking the best I've seen 
him-. In a leather jacket with the Ozzy 
symbol sewn on himself ("not one of 
those plastic rubbish you get in 
England!'') he's looking younger and a lot 
slimmer. "Al least I'm trying In / 1 sighs 
Ozzy. The secret diet? Given UP beer? ' I 
drink more! I just don't eat now No, in 
the studio I can't stand it. bul when I ni 
working on the road, it just seems to fall 
off On the last British tour I lost 2Yz 
Stone, in just over 10 weeks. ' 

And Qzzy's been working herder than 
ever by his estimation. Onstage, 10 keep 
up with the “kids" irl the band and the 
younger fans in the audience — 

Naturally a third or so of the audience 
were hardened Sabbath fans, but the 
young kids were there. I fell like Elvis 
Presley or Harry Corbett, he grunts 
some old-man noises. 


JH At one place we had this guy r his wife, 
his son and his daughter there the whole 
family in front of the stage, it's nuis I 
mean, I got a 15 year-old son of my own 
lt"s crazy! Just call me the grand-daddy of 
rock and roll. There's ell these 
12-14-year-olds in England drunk Out of 
Iheir minds; one kid looks the ag# SO he 
goes and buys The beer and they all yei 
pissed. The amount of vomit in the 
audience on the British tour, it was like 
Sid Vicious or something was onstage 
No, touring's been great; really fun " — 
and offstage to keep up with his idea of 
having this basic, hard-working, 
fun-loving rock and roll band 

' We didn't fly anywhere on tour. We 
just piled into a bus — it s something like 
th# Partridge Family on The roadf" he 
chuckles Ozzy laughs a lot. "When 
you're Oil a bus you can jam around and 
come up with ideas lor the next album 
and have a laugh and a lew drinks, play 
cards and what not. Flying gets a bit 
boring, jusi flying around for hours and 
hours. 

"When I left Sabbath, I thought, well, 
the best way to get your head back 
together is to go as far back to basics as 
you can without getting ridiculous like 
catching the 5 15 bus with your gear on 
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your back. I mean, I remember sloping in 
a van with a hole in the floor! 

"Everyone in ihia band now is well into 
the way I want lodo things — with a bus; 
and it's actually not as bad as all that. 

You get in your hunk at The back and turn 
on the TV and have & drink, and you vn 
got everything you need "

Mi s funny, it s just the first time I've 
enjoyed doing what I'm doing for, I don't 
know Before it was more a commitment 
— oh, I ve got to go and do this or 
something. Usually when I’m touring this 
long I get the feeling, ’Oob, I want tn go 
home, how many more days? I've got to 
see my old lady, see my kids/ This time it 
feels like I've been gone a day. it's not 
bothering me el ell. This is what rock and 
roll is ell about. 

' We’re rock and rollers; not executives 
I mean, is this a rock band or a bunch of 
donuls on the road, you krlow? That's 
why some of the old timers in the band — 
uh — left. What pies.ee me off more than 
anything else is when you yet a guy 
involved in something and the first 
question he asks is, how much is in my 
palm? 4 And he s thinking Black Sabbath, 
big bucks, gold discs. That’s the first 
thing to turn me off. 

"People lake it at face value, like you it 
just grows at The bottom of the garden on 
8 tree, you pick the fruit and eat it end 
you re there. If it was that easy, we d all 
be rock stars it s a lot of hard work, and 
everyone now’s been working so hard it’s 
great. They’re really Into it. and you Can t 
ssk any more than that. I'm so excited 
about the reaction to the bend. Believe it 
or not. he chuckles. I'm getting my sell 
together for once."

Ozzy looks a good candidate for One of 
those Positive Thinking cults. Whenever 
he talks of the new band he sounds like 
some lucky sod or a proud father When 
ever he talks of Sabbath — which he still 
does, like an old war wound he has To tick 
once in a while — he uses words like 
' boring ' and negative". 

'Sabbath/ ' Ozzy thinks for a while. " Is 
a good memory and a bad memory, One of 
the good memories IS realising what 8 big 
influence we were on music at the time. It 
makes me feel proud. Arid the first 
records — you consider Sabbath 3first 
album was twefv& hours in the making on 
an 8 track machine We went in, we 
played it. wen? home got in the van end 
drove to Switzerland and did a residency 
in a club in Zurich lor 12 weeks 
Paranoid took a week. Master Of 
Reality’ took two weeks, and it went 
down from there. We started Taking 
forever to do anything, it was crazy. 

IJ t hate studios I want to go in. do it, 
get it out- You've gut to have a bit of 
production, but that's for other people 1o 
do, | don't want to listen to it again With 
5abboth it was like Bill, Tony and myself 
all at loggerheads Nobody liked anything 
anybody suggested or did, so you're never 
going to do anything And Sabbath tours

"with everybody giving everybody else 
such a hard time mu included — | wasn't 
lust the innocent party — and we all knew

"The leeliuys I had on leaving Sabbath 
are long gone now. I'm so glad I haven’t 
got those guys around. Because l J m free 
now It’s like being released from prison. 

It really is a great feeling I don't cam 
anymore. I've goi enough to get by I got 
my wine bar going fhis wife runs it in his 
absence) and it's going great 

"I must have 8 star shining on me or 
something Everything's going real well. \ 
|US1 don't have the time for Sabbath any 
more, because wfiei I've heard - and I'm 
only going by rumour, so don 't take it 
literal — I've heard they sent Rill Ward 
insane, which didn't take much 
prompting I Suppose. He lost his mother 


and father within 12 months, you know. 

"As far as I'm concerned. Sabbath can 
do whatever they like. I could never go 
end see that band. I've seen them every 
night for eleven years! I w*s going to see 
them et Hammersmith, but Then I 
thought, if I go and see them it could 
possibly start the whole thing churning 
round in my head again, and it’s best for 
me not to have anything to do with them 
if possible It's like when you get a 
divorce, you don't want to keep phoning 
your Old man every week. The best thing 
is to cut all ties. 

'Tm sure we ll probably meet in the 
end and say hey, bow s it going, good to 
see you again, have a drink\ But nnl now 
There's bitterness not only from my side 
but from their side. It's just One of those 
things/' 

Both Ozzy and the Sabs Continue to 
play their Greatest Hits onstage though 
T didn't lose enthusiasm for the £ah@ 
songs so much as \ lost enthusiasm for 
the Sabbath members," says Ozry. 1 ’I 
could go and sing a Frank Sinatra song — 

I may not like him hut I could sing one of 
his songs | suppose. Tf I'm lucky enough 
to get a song that's equivalent to Black 
Sabbath's 'Iron Man' or Paranoid’ or 
whatever, that people identify me with, 
that’s what l r m trying to do And it's nice 
on this tour to remind people that I'm not 
just a newcomer. Sabbath does them? I 
can t imagine what it would sound like. 
How can he.” Ozzy points to the floor 
around garden-gnome height to indicate 
Ronnie Pio r "sing Iron Man?!! I’m going 
to send him a pair of those big Moon 
Boots I've Still got stashed in my 
wardrobe!"

I m about 40 or something — and just do

Now I can’t wait to get out and play. 

It s in my blond. It's like being in a circus.

BE BOP DELUXE 
'Futurama' 

(Harvest SHSP 4045) 

NOWADAVS I very much doubt whether 
the name Sill Nelson is likely to appear in 
Kerrang 1 smcn the man s Currant work 
would pmbably do little to excite hard rock 
fanatics However, back in the 
mid-seven ties. Neieon was the mastermind 
behind the band Be-Bop Deluxe, whose 
early product is well worth listening to. 
Their debut Axe VitiinV was an 
encouraging effort but far better was its 
follow-up Futurama Produced by Roy 
Thomas Baker it comprised nine songs all 
written by Bill Nelson 

Be-Bop DelnKB s music wa&n i exactly 
heavy metal but had strong leanings 
towards the hard rpck world primarily 
because of Nelson's live-wire guitar 
playing. The songs themselves touched on 
numerous forms of music but were att held 
firmly together by the mainman s brilliant 
vocal, guitar and key-board antics. I 
suppose one could draw comparisons 
between Bowie and Queen as far as the 
material was concerned but at the same 
time ihe outfit had their own particular 
charisma. 

The first side was definitely the strongest 
and featured gems like Stage Whispers. 
Sound Track' and Made In Heaven.' the 
letter being a particular favourite. Bill 
Nelson often shone as a virtuoso guitarist 
and his playing was never better than on 
the delicate 'Sister Seagull.' In the live 
environment Be-Bop Deluxe were a 
forceful entity during their career. 

Unfortunately though Bill Nelson soon 
tired of being tagged a "guitar hero" and 
the band eventually folded. The guitarist 
subsequently went on to form the abysmal 
Red Noise and has never since found the 
form he displayed when Be Bop wore 
together. This is such a pity because the 
musician's veritable talents, particularly as 
3 guitarist, have simply gone to waste in 
the meantime most of Be Sop Deluxe's 
material can be obtained at pretty cheap 
prices in record shops and should you 
happen to come across a copy of 
' Futurama' my advice is to whip cut yer 
wallet fast — I doubt whether you'd be 
disappointed. 


THE SCORPIONS 
Lonesome Crow 1

UNLESS I 'M mistaken Ihis IP has only 
ever surfaced as art import in the UK No 
doubt any eagle-eyed record business 
entrepreneur who managed to secure the 
right? fpr its release over here could surely 
profit from the current successes of borh 
Michael Schenker and the Scorpions. 
Recorded way back in 1973, 'Lonesome 
Crow was the fust album to feature the 
taHents of the blond German axeman At 
the time he wes playing lead guitar for the 
Scorpions alongside his brother Rudolph 
A year later spotted by Phil Mogg end Co 
he was lured away to join UFO. The rnt, 
as they say. is history . 

Td like to stress that ' Lonesome Crow 
is definitely a record for collectors only £nd 
should not be purchased by anyone who 
imagines that it wiil be similar to either 
MSG, UFO or Scorpions' mustc 
Nevertheless it is worth owning if you're 
interested in obtaining an insight into 
Schenker's early playing. 

□ n the whole, the material tends 
towards tedium sounding rather dated 
but there are some inspiring lead breaks — 
the out Action' immediately springs to 
mind. But The songs seem to lack much 
direction and indeed the thirteen and a hall 
minute title track is ej prime example In 
those days Michael was strumming a Les 
Paul in preference to a Flying V and it is 
quite interesting to see on the sleeve of ihis 
particular copy that it is brother Rudi who 
is playing a V The sheer obesity of the 
bass guitarist is a Iso eye- stopping! i'v# 
actually seen two or three different covers 
to ‘Lonesome Crow', most often the one 
featuring an outstretched arm from which 
blood has been drawn by a iurkmg 
scorpion 

In these hard times though this is a 
record to think twice about, but if curiosity 
gets the better of you., visit your local 
import stockist. But, I stress again, don't 
expect to hear anything like Schenke* s 
more recent work. Wonder what the mad 
axeman himself thinks of the record?

BEHIND THE make-up. the cule hairstyles 
and whfifr than white stage outfits Angel 
were a band to reckon with m iheir early 
days. The crumb? of etlemion they 
received m ibis country were largely 
focused on their pretty looks and their 
softer, mellower LR 3 such as ‘Sinful' and 
Qn Earth . . .'. Unfortunately the first two 
albums tended to be ignored but were by 
far their best efforts, indeed, both Angel 1 
and Helluva Band' were classic: releases in 
that legendary world of "pomp rock " 

Though the debut record was superb, 
especially tracks like The Tower' and On 
And On.' Angel's second was somewhat 
more consistent and seemed to view the 
grump playmg with far more confidence 
Frank Dim»no s incredible vocals were the 
main source of satisfaction, but slmk work 
Irom gmtanst Funky Meadows and 
keyboard player Greg Giuffria made 
Angel s attack a (hr#e pronged affair. 

Helluva Send' contained some classic 
cuts, the best of which was an epic piece 
entitled "The Fortune By far the longest 
(rack on the record it built steadily from a 
haunting keyboard intro through to a 
climatic haref ri=K :k finish The host of the 
other numbers featured on the IP are 
'Feelin flight/ Mirrors' and Pressure 
Point the latter being a solid rocker with a 
nH not dissimilar to Purple-'s Burn' 

Why Angel fell to pieces musically after 
Helluva Band I'll never know Perhaps rt 
was the temptation to strike the US airplay 
market that drove them towards the totally 
blpnd. commercial style of rock they 
adopted. Dimmo's vocal work was always 
nothing less than brilham and it's a pity 
that smee the demise of the band a fine 
singer ha& vanished from the music scene. 
Come back Frank wherever you are 5 In the 
meantime there's a good chance you 
might find a copy of either of Angel's first 
albums in the bargain bins and if you 
should happen to spot them don't hesitate 
Each is one helluva experience 



DERRINGER 
Liva H

RlCK DERRINGER $ first taste of success 
came as a teenager Ha sang and played 
guitar with US oudrf (he McCoys, who 
scored a big hit with their single Hang On 
Sloppy That was back in the mid-si*lies 
and as time went by Rick changed his 
surname to Derringer end teamed up with 
both Edgar and Johnny Winter, before 
finally embarking on a solo venture a 
decade feter Thus the band Derringer 
emerged, largely functioning a? a 
showcase for Rick's vocal and guitar 
capabilities. 

The rest of the band comprised second 
guitarist Danny Johnson, bassist Kenny 
Aaronson and drummer Vinny Appice 
Carmine s brother who is of course now 
with Black Sabbath They recorded a 
number of studio efforts but were never m 
better form than on ibis, their 197 7 Irve 
album. In fact judging by the power 
contained on (hese two sides of vinyl it 
remains a mystery why Derringer never 
really look off. even in the States The 
record rocks from start to finish and 
includes some brilliant guitar work from 
Rrck himself. 

The material is pretty raunchy, to say the 
least, and on tracks like Teenage Love 
Affair 5 and 'Uncomplicated there are 
visible hints of Aerosmith, Derringer in 
fad toured the States with Steven Tyler's 
gang m '76 One can't say that every 
track 's^ wmner but the sheer consistency 
of Rick's playing warrants constant 
attention. This is particularly outstanding 
on 'Beyond The Universe' and 
Rock V Roir Hoochiekoo.' 

Beyond The Universe races along at a 
terrifying pace before the backing track 
stops to allow Mr Derringer to embark cm a 
protracted solo spot. Hoocbie Koo' 
adheres to a similar format and is equally 
mind-blowing No doubt about it. the 
album's worth buying for these two alone 
— 1 5 minutes of pure magic. Badly Hick 
Derringer has never srnce topped this, 
Straying towards a more commercial sound 
on his recent work Nevertheless, if 
Nugent.
